WASHINGTON. February 0. Tlio
hearing before the commltteo on ter-

ritories on tho d Falrchild bill,
which passed tiie legislature of Ha-

waii at its last session In tho form of
a joint resolution, was one of tho
most interesting ever held in Wash-
ington upon a Hawaiian subject. Tho
argumonts made by Mr. Falrchild in
favor of tho bill wcro able and
strong, but tho sensational remarks
came from W. A. Kinney, who repre-

sented the1 opposition. In the courso
of his r marlv--s Mr. Kinney stated
that the move which Congress might
make which would bo most vital
toward the welfare of tho islands was
In tho amendment of tho Organic Act
to provldo that the governor might bo
selected from the mainland. This
should ho followed, he said, by tho
appointment of a strong statesman,
who would take downright stops)

toward tho abolition of tho rulo of the
plantors, which, he declared, had last-
ed for thirty years.

Mr. Falrchild urged that under tho
present policy there was nothing to
prevent the acquisition of tho remain-- :

ing public lands of Hawaii by home-
steaders who would turn thorn over
to tho plantations. Under tho plan
proposed by tho bill this would be
prevented, ho stated, tho government
would still retain the title and would
obtain a largo increase in revenue,
which would relievo tho present bur-

dens and allow sufficient funds to
bring in a class of white men 'who
would settle upon tho upper lands,
which are not yet improved and are
suitable for Americans or Europeans.
The last legislature, he stated, had
barely passed tho 2 per cent income
tax, which provides immigration
funds, and it was very doubtful if this
could bo done again, which would
leave the Territory without labor.
Tho passage of this bill would, ho
claimed, provide for immigration,
education and assistance to home-
steaders. Along tho last lines he
claimed that homesteading in tho
islands, without government assist-
ance, was impossible.

Judge Hardy of Texas questioned
Mr. Falrchild to find out why a man
with a couple of hundred dollars
could not take up land and- - obtain
credit for supplies through a mort-
gage of his crops, so that by hard

work he might be able to buy his land
within a few years, aaylng that hun-
dreds of men were doing this in his
state. Mr. Falrchild answered that
tho conditions were vory different

Mr. Klnnoy stated that according
to Mr. Falrchlld's own statement
there wero nearly 100,000 Orientnl8 In
Hawaii and hardly a single bona lido
homesteader. Ho stated that this was
the state of conditions after thirty
years of plantation rule, and that now
it wns proposed under this bill to con-

tinue tho rule for a term of twenty-on- e

years under leases for that
length of time. This ho bitterly op-

posed and showed how tho only way
in which the land so leased could be
withdrawn for homesteading was
through act of the legislature. Go-

ing further, ho said that Mr. Fair-chil-

or any other plantation mana-
ger, could make or break any man In
his district, especially a home-
steader, and ho favored a totally dif-

ferent plan. Ho stated that thore
wero laws enough on tho books al-

ready and that a sufficient remedy
was in tho hands of Governor Frear.
Tlio latter, he said, might use immi

gration as a club and rofuso to bring
in further labor until tho plantations
ono and all agreed to cane contracts
which wero satisfactory to tho gov-

ernment, also to landing and trans-
portation rates which would enable n
homesteader to live. Ho claimed that
many homesteaders havo been given
land from which It is impossible to
mnke a living, and nsked In such a
case whether a man should bo called
a fako homesteader, or whother the
government had dono tho faking.

Tho committee decided to consldor
the bill In executive session, and will
probnbly do so In time to dccldo on
their report beforo the end of tho
present month.
